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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the 
Church  and  the  State  have  a  right  to 
expect  of  it  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion, Missouri  Valley  College,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri, 
is  going  to  raise  a  Half  Million  Dollars 
by  Dec.  31,  1921.  This  year  is  the 
Big  Year.

One  of  the  most  notable  things  recently  in  con- 
nection with  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  one  of  the 
reasons  for  making  the  January  Bulletin  late  this  year, 
is  in  order  to  announce  the  visit  of  the  representatives 
of  the  General  Education  Board  on  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation.  Dr.  Trevor  Arnett  and  his  wife  were 
at  Missouri  Valley  College  on  February  3,  1921,  to 
make  a  survey  of  the  institution,  its  buildings,  equip- 
ment, endowments,  etc.,  with  a  view  of  determining 
the  question  of  an  appropriation  for  Missouri  Valley 
College.  The  question  will  be  taken  up  by  the  Rocke- 
feller Board  on  February  24th,  and  in  due  time  there- 
after the  College  will  know  whether  it  is  on  the  list 
for  the  Rockefeller  benefactions  or  not.  So  far  as  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Arnett  were  concerned,  they  seemed  to  be 
well  pleased,  both  with  the  resources  of  the  institution 
and  the  efficient  management  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  its  finances  and  business  affairs. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  new  Board  of  Trustees 
under  the  Amended  Charter  as  published  on  the  third 
page  of  the  cover.  Two  meetings  of  the  Board  have 
been  held  since  the  new  order  went  into  vogue  and 
the  interest  of  the  new  members  augurs  well  for  the 
future  of  the  institution. 
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The  new  members  are  Mr.  Leonard  D.  Murrell, 
President  of  the  Wood  &  Huston  Bank,  Marshall, 
Missouri;  Mr.  W.  G.  Rea,  of  the  Rea  &  Page  Milling 
Company,  Marshall,  Missouri;  Mr.  W.  C.  Gordon, 
class  '98,  Vice  President  of  the  Farmers  Savings  Bank, 
Marshall,  Missouri;  Mr.  James  K.  Ferrell,  farmer  and 
stockman,  and  student  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
at  the  beginning,  Faucett,  Missouri;  Mr.  Robert 
Thomas  Morrison,  Board  of  Trade,  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri, who  has  given  us  our  new  Gymnasium  described 
elsewhere.  Mr.  Morrison  is  one  of  our  greatest  bene- 
factors of  recent  date.  He  is  a  member  of  Grace  Pres- 
byterian church  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri;  step-father 
of  Mr.  S.  Boon  Gregg,  class  of  '09,  and  father-in-law 
of  Mr.  J.  Bourne  Mitchell,  class  of  '08,  and  father  of 
Alice  Morrison  Mitchell,  class  of  '09.  Mr.  Regis  A. 
Harriman,  farmer  and  business  man,  Pilot  Grove, 
Missouri,  who  has  at  various  times  been  a  liberal 
giver  to  Missouri  Valley  College,  father  of  Virginia 
Harriman,  who  graduated  in  music  last  year.  Mr. 
James  T.  Pedigo,  President  of  the  Pedigo-West  Shoe 
Company,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  an  officer  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  church.  Rev.  Ralph  M.  Davis,  class  of 
'08,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church,  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  once  the  private  secretary  of  the  President 
of  Missouri  Valley  College.  Mr.  Albert  M.  Keller,  of 
the  Brown  Brokerage  Company,  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
formerly  of  the  Missouri  Valley  Mercantile  Company 
at  Marshall,  Missouri,  a  man  well  known  in  Marshall 
and  Saline  County,  for  many  years  a  friend  of  Missouri 
Valley  College.     The  other  members  of  the  Board 
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have  been  serving  the  College  for  many  years.  Mr. 
John  C.  Cobb  from  the  very  beginning  is  the  only 
survivor  of  that  notable  list  of  men  who  launched  the 
enterprise  in  1889. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Missouri  Valley  College,  the  Rev.  George  P.  Baity, 
D.  D.,  of  the  class  of  '91,  is  President;  Mr.  W.  C.  Gor- 
don, class  '98,  is  Vice-President;  Dr.  D.  F.  Manning, 
Secretary;  Mr.  George  H.  Althouse,  Treasurer;  Mr. 
Carl  I.  Duncan,  class  of  '14,  Accountant;  Mr.  John 
C.  Cobb,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee;  Mr. 
Leonard  D.  Murrell,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee; Mr.  W.  C.  Gordon,  Chairman  of  the  Faculty 
Committee;  Mr.  Henry  S.  Conrad,  class  of  '97,  counsel. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
there  are  four  of  the  Alumni,  and  in  addition  three 
former  students,  which  insures  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  an  inside  experience  of  the  College. 
The  children  of  three  members  of  the  Board  are  grad- 
uates of  the  College,  which  still  further  strengthens 
the  College  interest  on  the  part  of  these  gentlemen. 

Missouri  Valley  College  is  indebted  to  Mr.  J. 
Earle  Donaldson,  Jr.,  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  for 
a  2  K.  W.  Packard  Transformer,  a  ten-inch  Spark 
Coil,  and  a  large  X-ray  bulb.  Friends  who  give 
valuable  things  like  these  to  the  College  are  always 
appreciated. 

Mr.  Robert  Thomas  Morrison  and  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Edmondson  of  Kansas  City  were  recently  married. 
They  made  a  trip  to  New  Orleans  and  upon  their  re- 
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turn  to  Kansas  City  established  themselves  in  their 
new  home  on  Manheim  Road.  Mr.  Morrison  is  the 
donor  of  the  new  Gymnasium  and  Mrs.  Morrison  was 
one  of  the  Assistant  Superintendents  of  Schools  of 
Kansas  City  for  several  years. 

Since  the  new  Gymnasium  is  completed  and  in 
use  the  students  are  having  a  great  time  with  their 
basket  ball.  The  students  of  the  High  School  bor- 
rowed the  Gymnasium  for  their  special  competitive 
games.

A  questionnaire  was  circulated  among  the  students 
of  Missouri  Valley  College,  in  Chapel,  in  order  to  get 
their  reasons  for  attending  Missouri  Valley  College. 
There  were  one  hundred  and  twenty  who  answered 
the  questions.  Sixty-three,  over  half,  came  under  the 
influence  of  their  parents;  forty-eight  came  because 
the  College  was  near-by;  forty-seven  because  it  was 
co-educational;  thirty-nine  because  it  was  a  College 
and  not  a  University.     Among  the  secondary  reasons 
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given  there  were  thirty-three  who  came  because  of 
the  low  tuition;  thirty- two  because  relatives  had  in- 
fluenced them;  thirty- two  because  they  like  the  ideals 
of  Missouri  Valley  College;  thirty  because  of  the  in- 
fluence of  former  students.  Many  other  reasons  were 
given,  but  the  above  are  the  chief  ones.  Of  course 
some  students  gave  more  than  one  reason,  which  ac- 
counts for  the  apparent  discrepancy  of  figures. 

This  was  a  very  informal  questionnaire.  Only 
ten  because  of  the  influence  of  their  pastor;  five  of 
these  were  former  students  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 
One  came  because  of  the  influence  of  an  advertise- 
ment. The  letters,  circulars  and  printed  matter  from 
the  College  office  influenced  twenty-five.  Seventeen 
came  because  they  found  opportunity  to  work  their 
way.
